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Bible Versions Reproduction Series 


The purpose of the Bible Versions Reproduction Series is to 
make rare and out-of-print versions of the Bible readily and inexpensively 
available to scholars, Bible students, and Bible collectors. These 
reproductions are being offered especially to members of the International 
Society of Bible Collectors. 

While still searching for hard-to-fmd original printings of Bible 
translations, many collectors have indicated what a delight it would be to 
have on their own shelves accurate reproductions of Bible versions 
currently available only in museums, libraries and private collections. 
Now such an opportunity is being offered by a collector who is himself a 
member of our Society. 

It would be rare to imagine a more enthusiastic member of the 
ISBC than my long-time friend Jim Baden. Since joining the Society, he 
has amassed an extraordinary collection. Visiting his library could be a 
temptation to violate the tenth commandment were it not for his great 
generosity and eagerness to share what he has brought together. 

It is essential, of course, that the reproduction process pose no 
threat to the integrity of the volumes being copied—no matter how fragile 
the precious originals may be. Such a method is now available, and Jim is 
demonstrating his confidence in the process by being the first to make 
some of his own prized volumes available. 

Among the first publications in this Series is a reproduction of 
Isaac Leeser’s 1904 The Twenty-four Books of the Holy Scriptures. 
Society members will especially enjoy knowing that the particular volume 
by Leeser was once the personal copy of Arnold Ehlert, the founder and 
first president of the ISBC. “A gift to A. D. Ehlert from Dr. H A 
Ironside, summer 1947” is handwritten on the flyleaf. 

Jim Baden shares the reverence for Scripture that has moved the 
leaders of our Society to give so freely of their time and energy for the 
past thirty-five years. He has profound respect and gratitude for the 
heroes and heroines of Bible translation—from Wycliffe and Tyndale 
down to the present time—who worked so hard, even sometimes at the 
risk of life—to make the Bible so readily available to the world today. 
Like other members of the ISBC, Jim regards the Bible as more than just a 
great book to be collected. To use his own words, he speaks of the 
Scriptures as “God’s method of communicating with his intelligent 
creatures ... to be most carefully read and contemplated to discover its 
meaning and value for life in the present and future.” 



What is more helpful in discovering the meaning of Scripture than 
to have readily at hand a good collection of different versions? Some have 
even suggested they would rather have a variety of versions than 
commentaries! As the translators of the 1611 King James Version quote 
Saint Augustine in their memorable preface, “ ’Variety of Translations is 
profitable for the finding out of the sense of the Scriptures, ’ ” “Therefore 
blessed be they,” the preface continues, “and most honoured be their 
name, that break the ice, and giveth onset upon that which helpeth forward 
to the saving of souls. Now what can be more available thereto, than to 
deliver God’s book unto God’s people in a tongue which they 
understand?” And speaking of those who have labored to prepare 
translations other than the King James, the 1611 scholars urge “that we 
acknowledge them to have been raised up of God, for the building and 
furnishing of his Church, and that they deserve to be had of us and of 
posterity in everlasting remembrance,” 

It is in this spirit and for this purpose that the Bible Versions 
Reproduction Series has been inaugurated.

ly therefore taking this liberty for granted, I fliall 
eafily from hence evince rhfrufefntheUe ol fonre j

T Hu^wete the heavens, and the earth, and fed, and 
ail the hoafls ofhcaven(both the Angels,and ftarres,) 
and all the furniture ofthe’carihand water (bothplants, 
and beafts,and birds, and filhes) finilbed, by the mighty 
powfr of God,tn the fpace of fixe dares. 

And on the feventh day. Got) having fioifbed the 
the great worke of his creation 5 ceafeid from any further 
aftofthiskinde, rejoyclng in the vitwof his glorious | 
1 workman ihip^nd sever fince ceafing to preferve order, 
and governe that worid,which be then created. 

I And thereupon God gave a fpeciall bleffing to the 
< feventh day^tnd honoured it with this priviledge, that it 
fhould be aiday fet apart to reft and holinefic; that lb by 
thismeanes/mcn might bepue in mindcof the wonder* 
lull worke of bis creation, and might celebrate that reft 
of their creator. 

This is cheftofy, or juft report of the making of the 
heavensent! the earthen that beginning of time^where- 
in tbe Lord God (who hath etc mail being in himfelfe) 
gave a being to the earth and the heavens. 

And to every plant of the field, when as before it had 
no being in the earth,and to every he tbe that had nor as 
yet bccnc, nor could have beenc, as by any naturall 
meanest for there had beene as yet no raine (which is 
the ordinary meaoes of fnmfuUneflc,} font downc 
from God upon tbe earth; neither was there any man 
(asyet)to till the ground, and by his induftry and art to 
draw forth any fruit therefrom. 

Onely God caufed a mitt or vapour, to rile up from 
the earth,and to fall downc againe, upon the whole face 
of the ground; whereby the earth was watered, and tbe 
fruits thereof refrcfhedjtill be thought good to fend the 
ordinary and naturallhelpes of her fmftfulnefle.

And the Lord God formed the body of man, of the 
mould of the ground, and inlpired and animated him, 
with a living and rcafooable (pint, which is immortal), 
immateriall, feparflble from the body: and fo man, con- 
fiftingpf body and foulc,became a perfect creature, in- 
dued with life andlrealbn, and fucbqualities,and moti¬ 
ons as were jit to pjjaoecd from both. 

And the Lord God planted an orchard,and garden of 
plea fore, in the eaft erne trad of thatgoodly and fruit- 
foil country of EdenjMd there he put the man whom he 
had formed.

The firft is that chanell of Euphrates which is called 
Pifchon,which wafheth upon the land which afterward 
tooke the name of Havtlah (one of the grand-chiJdrcn 
of Ebcr)where there is gold. 

And the gold of that land (as likewife of his brother 
Ophirs) is very pure and fine; and there is ftorcof rich 
gummeSjOr pearles^nd pteciousftoncs 
' The name of the fccond ftreamc, orchanell, is Gi¬ 
hon, which fldwethalong bydelert Arabia; theinhe- - 
ritance afterwards of Cuftt, the fonne of Cham. 

The name of the third ftreame is Hiddekel, or Tigris, 
which tioweth eaft ward to Aflyria: And the fourth, re. 
raining the appellation of the whole maine river, is cal¬ 
led Euphrates. 

Then rhe Lord tooke man from the place where hee 
was created; and placed him in this goodly paradife of 
Eden, not that bee (hould be idle , and there fpend 
his time in vaiae; pleafuie; but that hee might (owe, 
plant, prune, keepcand drefle it, not in any toyling,or 
afHiaing labour,but only for his voluntary,and delight- 
fellexercife.

Andwitball gave up his very Arke, which was the 
ftrengthaodgloryof Ifiaelj and that figne of his pre- 
fence, whereby he manifefted his ftrength and glory to 
Ifeael, that Arke did he give up into the hands of the 
Philiftims. 

Then the Lord who feemed to fleep, whiles he wink¬ 
ed at the captivity of the Arke, ttuzod up himfelfe, 
to a revenge of thcfeiofolencies of the Philiftims ; and 
laid about him, as fome mighty Gyanr,whofe fpirits are 
cheated with abundance ofwinc,dealing judgements on 
all fides.

Andfcehold, I looked; and God fliewed me x repre¬ 
sentation of thofefearefttll terupcfJsof calamities which 
yet wore toeptne upon his people, by a whirlewind,ari- 
liDgfroLnthe North, (whence their further perfect) r ion 
and captivitie was tocomc) by adarke cloud; and fire 
infolded within it,to fignific thctriall which they arc to 
undergo: but there was a pleafingbrightnefle about that 
cloud, and out of the midll of that fierie fplendor, there 
was, as it were, a iliining colour of amber, to fignific 
the prefence of Gods powerful! grace, and mercy, in the 
roidft ofisfi the fiery mails of his Church, 

And ou t of the tuidft.of that fiery biigh tnefie, came 
fourc Angells, in the likeoefic of fourc living creatures, 
whofe nu mbe r was proportioned to the fourc comers of 
the world; And this was,their appearance; They had 
the ibapeand-Jikeaefic ofa man. 

And every one of them had fourc faces, to Ggnifie 
their /e^dy addrefle r <3 receive whatfoevcr conlrband 
from God, which way foever it (hould be delivered, 
and every one of them had fourewings, to fignific their 
fwifmeffe in executiotfofail'the charges of God; ' 

The leggesofthefcAng?lls were, iiraight up, like tlic 
icggesof a raan,and theirfcctwcre round,as thecircum- 
ferencoofacalves foot* for the greater fitneffeof that 
turning morion, which they mould be put untOj&they 
had a fparfcling fciflde ofbrighraeflehubcir moving,like 
. to that of bur nifticd brafle. 

- Ancfehey had thehkenefleofhands, to figpifie^their 
aptnefle to, exccure the will of God; and thofe hands 
were under their binges, to implytbac their morion is 
not ofthcmfelveSjbut fuchas is regulated,& dire&cthby 
the fecrct inllmft ofGodj all the foure Angells had both 
faces and wings. 

Their wings were joined together, at their tops, to 
fignific their foil concOrd, and .agreement in fulfilling 
Gods command; and they went unanimously together, 
and all moved right forward, without turning to the 
right hand or to the left.

It is rrue indeed, that the faculties of mans know- 
ledge,andunderftanding, arc now fooverfpred with

If God himfelfe in his Scriptures, call them gods, 
upon whom it plcafeth him to put rule and command 
over others, honouring them with fo high a ftik: and 
withall, ye will grant that the authority of the Scripture 
is facred,and inviolable. 

Say ye of tnce,whoin the Father hath fet apait,to be 
the mediator betwisthimfelfj and mankindc,acd whom 
he hath fent into the world to be Ehc Saviour thereof: 
Thou blafphcmeft, becaufe I faid, I am the Sonne of 
God? 1 tell you, thiswordof yGurs is nootbertlien an 
high, and hainous; blafphc-mie again ft God; and that 
claimcofmine is mo ft juft, and irrefragable. 

That ye may be throughly convinced hereof, do but 
look e upon the workes that I doe; if the miracles rhat 
y ou fee come from mce, be any other than divine,and 
Inch as can have none but God himfelfe for the author 
of them, belceve me not.

thee, yet livcft contrary to the la w ? 

If there be a privilege in J udaifme., certainely it is in 
the truth, and finccnty of that profc Utop: and a man 
that is rruely and fpiritually a Jew, or Ifraelite, muftnot 
be efieetned fo by the outward markcot circumcifion in 
the tiefh ; neither is that cirpurncifion worth accounting 
of, which is onely a cutting off an outward skin. 

But he that would be a true Israelite, or jew indeed, 
mull be fuch inwardly 5 being cleanfed from all corrupt 
affe 5 ions,and freed from all luperflujfy of malicioufoes, 
And that ctrcumciGon mull bee inwardly io the heart, 
& foulc, Stfpirit, fin cutting off the uncieaiw fore-skin 
thereof,) & not a literal! & outward circumcifionof the 
flefh, which frail ever carry acceptance from God; it 
maybe, this bodily circumcifion may amongft men bee 
deemed a maike of honour; but with God , no cjreuiH- 
cifioncao looke to receive allowance, but the fpiritu- 
all, .

But if this bee all, that, God look-es to bee glorified 
by men, and (as tie plcafes to order matters,} hec turnes 
the wickedneffe of men, to the praife of his juftke j fince j 
his ju(lice doth moft appeare in punching die wicked-, 
nefle of men; what (hall wc fay ? Is God unrigbtedus

But ye are now ready to fay,that thcfcaccu fat ions and 
reproofes arc not meant to you jcwes, but to other pro- 
fane and wicked nations. Be not deceived, wbarioever 
the Spirit of God faith in the Scriptures, it fpcaketh to 
them uuto whom that word of God was given j and 
therefore more efpeciaily to the people of the Jcwes • 
intending that by tbife genera U taxations of mans wic- 
kedoefiTe,evciy mouth fliould be Hopped $ St that alt the 
world fhould be convinced, asgiulty before God. 

Therefore, certainly, fince all mankinde is thus cor¬ 
rupted, it mu ft needs follow, that no man can bee juftifi- 
ed, and acquired before God, by thole workes, which 
he can pretend to doc, anfwerable to the law of God ■ 
for the law rather bindes us over to death , in that the 
onely effeft thereof is to fhew us our fins, 8cio convince 
uaof it) and thereby ro lay us open to the wrath of 
God. * 

But now, if any man would know how hce may come 
to Band righteous before God $ the cafe is fully cleared* 
there is an Evangelical! righteoufncHe, which cocfifts 
not in the workes of the law 5 which is confirmed by 
rheteftimony of Gods Spirit, both in the Law, and the 
Prophets. 

Even the righteoufncHe both given, and accep¬ 
ted of God* which is by faith in Jcfus, Chrift* which 
faiebj-is that cffe&uallinftrumcm, whereby wee receive, 
apprehend, apply Chrift, who is true, and perfeft righ- 
tcoufocHc unco all them that bdeeve ^whether Jctres 
or Gentiles - for, herein God maketb no difference at 
all. 

For, both all men have finned, and come fhorr of that 
perfedh obedience ,1 whereby; they fliould gloiifie. God, 
and of that juft ce, which God accounts oceiy, and true- 
ly glorious; and therefore have need of a Saviour. 

And, being in this cafe, have no way to bee jollified , 
but by bis gracious, and free acceptation, and aeqnitaJJ 
wrought and obtained by the redemption that is in Jo 
fus Chrift. Whom

be might beapproved to be both molt juft in himfclfc,in 
accepting of none but thofe that are righteous * andalfo 
ajufhifier of every one (and him a lone) tbacbelervethin 
his Sonne Jcfus. 

Whac caulte of boa fling then can any of us have in bur 
[elves, whether Jewes or Gentiles? if Gentiles, in oor 
civili juft ice. aadif jCWfcs, in our juft workes ? finely 
pone at alL- AM boafiiag is utterly excluded; but bow, 
or upon what ground is ourboafting excluded ? fiircly, 
not upon the ground of our workes: for,if by our workes 
we ftfUild fulfill the law, wee fhould have caufe ofboaft- 
ing in our fclves; but upon the ground of faith, fornow 
chat we are jtiftificd thereby, upon the free acceptation 
ofGod, we haveno caufe aE ail toboaft iaourfelvcs,but 
m him alone. 

Let this conclufion therefore bee firmely fetdownc, 
that a man is jollified, not by the workes of the law, but 
by faith onely, ' . ' 

Neither is this juftification proper, and peculiar to 
one nation onely, but is common to the bcleevers of all 
nations, thorow the world j never thinke therefore that \ 
this mercy is confined to the Jewcsoncly 5 no, the grace 
of God is not limited to them onely j God is noc the 
God of the Jewes, but of the Gentiles alfo. 

Seeing it is one, and the tame God, whofegoodnefie 
cxtendcth,and inlargethit fclfe to all s and makes nomore 
difference betwixt Jewes and Gentiles, but that he ju fti- 
fiesthejewesby feith, and through faith the Gentiles, 
which as they are all one in efleft, fohis mcrcifull aft of 
juftification isone, andche lament both.

T Here is but one way of jollification; as it was with 
Abraham,who was our father according to the flcfli, 
fo it is with usjand bow will you then fay, that the cafe 
flood with Abraham ? had he no benefit by his workes? 

Surely I mu ft needs yeeld the cafe alike in all; and as 
for Abraham, therefore if hee were jollified by the me¬ 
ric of his workes, he had caufc ro glory in himfelfc 5 and 
nor in God; but hee never fought to glory in himfelfc, 
but in Godonely; and therefore he was ju(lifted not by 
workes, but by faith. 

For what faith the Scripture ? Abrahambelecved 
God in his promifes, and that faith of his apprehending 
Chrift, which was promifed, was accounted unto him 
by God for righteoufnefle; fo as Abraham upon his be- 
leefc, was reputed no lcfTe righteous, then if hee had ful¬ 
filled the law. 

Now, this reputing juft mu ft needs be an aft of favour, 
and grace ; whereas to him that eametfroughc by wor¬ 
king, the recompence is given, not out of grace andfa-! 
vour,buc as Of due debt. 

And David alfo , whole authority is juflly (acred 
amongft you,fb deferibes our righteoufnefle,as one that 
j meant to exclude workes from the power of jollifying; 
for when bee would fee forth the bleflednefle of a man 
juftified before God,hce deferiheshimby the imputing 
ofrighecou fnefle without workes; 

Sayingjblefled are they whole iniquities are forgiven, 
j and whofe finnes are covered; and not, bleffed are they 
whofe good workes are many and great. 

That ye may well fee this righceouSidfc, and blcflcd- 
nefle is not by works,buc by faitb, conGder, that circem- 
cifion is the nrft workc chat is required under the law, 
and that this bleflednefle belonged ro Abraham, not 
upon bis circumcifion, but before, even In his unciform- 

cifion* 
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cifion; For wee fay, chat Abrahams faith was accounted 
to him for righteoufuefle. 

But when and m what eftatewas it fo accounted to 
him? when hee was circutiicifed j or whiles he was unrir- 
cuatcifed? ye are cafily able to fatisfie your felves in this- 
and know, that it was not when he was circuracifedjbui 
long before^even when he was uncircutncifed. 

And hee received this outward markc, and ligneof 
the Sacrament ofcircumculon,a$ a feateand full con¬ 
firmation ofthat faith which he had before., whiles he 
was uncircutncifed * God would therefore have him 
yudifi^tby faith before hee was circumcifed, that hee 
might be the father ofall that are faith full, though uncir- 
cumcifed; that his example might (bew,tbac righteouf- 
neffe is and may be fo imputed unto them alfb,without 
any outward circumcifion. 

And that hee might be the father of the circumcifed, 
ofthofe (Itneane) which arenoconely outwardly, and 
formally circunicifed, but truly and inwardly,and who 
live the life of that faith which Abraham had being yet 
uocircumcifed. 

For the' promife that was made to Abraham of the 
inheritance ofthelandof Canaan (by which abater in¬ 
heritance was figured) was not made to Abra ham, be. 
caufe he had merited it, by keeping thelaw,but becaufe 
hee had beleevcd God, andhad obtained the righteouf- 
neflfe of faith. 

For If they whichtraft to the fulfilling of the law, be 
heires of the fpitituall blefiings of God, and fo the ichc- 
ritance come by worker, then faith is to no purpofe,nei¬ 
ther is there any ufe of it $ and fo thole pr otutfcs, which 
are made to thebdeever are vaineand ulelcfle- neither 
could any heart finde comfort or affurance in it felfej 
for as much,as it fhould be convinced in itfclfe of an ini. 
pofTibUIty of keeping the law, and thereby of attaining 
eternal! life. 

Becaufe howfoever to thole which are upright, and 
perfe&,thc law might, and would (hew the true way of 
life, yet to thofc chat are Gnfull and corrupt (as now all 
maRkindeis)it doth nothing, but aggravate their evill 
condition^ for whiles it fhewes them what they ought 
codoe, and gives them not ftreogth to do it, It impleads 
them guiltie before the judgement lace of God; fince 
that having the knowledge of our duric, and not perfor- 
mingit we rttane mtogrearer condcmnationj for,if chat

Abraham,not onely to the Jewes, which ftand upon the 
priviledge of the law, but to a 11 thole of Jewes and Gen- 
tiles,which follow the faith of Abraham, who is the fa¬ 
ther of all us beleevert, in what nation foever; as it is 
written, I have made thee a Father of many nations. 
The father, I lay, of usali, not naturall but Iprriraall, 
notin refpefi offiefh, but in refpe&ot that intereft 
in that God, in whom hee beleeved; confidently rely¬ 
ing upon the promife of that God,who (hce well knew) 
was able to quicken the dead, and by his mighty word, 
is able to make thofe things to be which are not. 

Who, when there was no caufe or reafonatall(in 
nature ) why he fhould hope, yea,when alUhings feemed 
to crofle thepoffibility of any hope, yet even then bclee- 
. ved that hee fhould have the honour of being the father 
ofmany natioos,according to that word which God had 
faid unto him: That his feed fhould be as the ftaires of 
heaven. 

And being ftrong, and vigorous in faith, he regarded 
not the imporencie of his owne hody, which was, as it 
were, dead in refpe# ofany defires or powers of genera- 
tionjbeingnow about an hundred yeares old-neither yet 
the deadnefTe of Sarahs wombe, which. was long before 
paft the ordinary poflibiliry of conception. 

And therefore this faith of his in the truth of Gods 
promifes was accepted of God in lieu of perfect righte- 
oufnefle. 

Now this cafe was not intended to be Abrahams 
alone, neither was it recorded of him onely, that his 
faith was fo imputed to him. 

But iris meant to be extended unto all us the fonnes 
of faithfall Abraham, to whom there Avail be the like 
imputation of faith to. rigbteoufheflc, if wee do truly 
beleeve in that God,whoraifed up Jefus ourLordjfrom 
thedead. 

Who was delivered to death, for the full fatlsfaflion 
for all our finnes^in that he paid for ns that debt,which 
wee wereneverabletohavedifihaxgedi and was raifed 
up fromthedead forour jollification; in that hereby he 

hath 
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hath ftilly declared binfelfe to have conquered death 
and hell,and tohaveatchieved that great worke of re- 
oonciling'God the Father unto us.

* Hevctthelefle,tbat finne was in the world before,«p. 1 
pearesfufficicnrly, in that death, which is the effeft of 
finne, raigned and raged over all mankinde, even from | 
Adkm,the firft man, till Motes, under whom the Law 
was given j raigned, I fay, even over very infants, that 
badilot actually finned, as Adam did, andoverthofe 
ignorant Gentiles, that had not received a dire# prohi¬ 
bition, as Adam had; which Adam is the type, and fi- 
gure'ofthat fecond Adam,who was tocome; in that the 
nrft Adam was the original! of onr natural!,_ and earth- 
ly being; the fecond Adamofourrpirituall,and hcayeu- 
lyjandasby the firft finne came into the world, To,by 
the fecond, came rightcoufnefie. 

Blit yet,the refemblancc betwixt the firft, and fecond 
Adam, isnot foexqmfire,as that itadmittethnot ma- 
ny differences and exceptions: 1 grant there is much dif¬ 
ference betwixt the bringing-in of finne by the one, and 
ofgrace and righteoufneffe, by the other; but this diffe¬ 
rence is tothe advancement ofChrifls part; for the grace 
ofChriftis much mote powerful! to juftification, and 
falvation,thcn the finne of Adam was to condemnation: 
infoniuch as the author of that graced more potent,then 
theincanes of that depravation $ If therefore through 
the offence of one,many be dcad,tnuch mote,Stf. 

There is befides a difference of the extent of the Hone 
in the one,and the gift of the other; that gift doth more 
! mlarge 
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inlarge ii fclfc,thcn that finnej one finne did in the juft 
judgement of God bindeus ovct to condemnation* but 
the free gift and grace of God acquires us from many 
fioneSjUntO juftitication. 

For, if by one mans offencc(who was the Grft Adam) 
death, through the meanes of that man had power over 
all tnankinde; much more (hall the grace and gift of 
righteoufoefle of JefosCbrift,(Godandman,)obtaiiie 
ecemalUife,uDto all them which have received abundant 
mercy from him.

Yea, out baptifme doth not oncly rcpiefcnt unto m 
our death to fane , by the power ofhis tl^atli, but our 
bnriall alfoj and die continuance of^hat flare of (he 
deachof ftnnc, in tB,andonr tiiingagaineto newnefle of 
life; that, like as Chrift was railed up from the dead, 
by the omnipotent power of God 5 even-lb,. wee (hould 
by the power ofhis Spirit, bee railed from the grave of 
our Grqcs, to walke before him in the new life ofholy 
obedience.

ty feemed not worthy of any note, appeared to bee ex¬ 
ceedingly foule, andiinfull. 

For the law (we know) is an heavenly, fpirituaU, and 
divine .thing, and therefore is not ofanhurtfull, and kil¬ 
ling nature; but I am an earthly, carnally and : tinfoil 
creature (as of my felfe) altogether , given 1 up to .the 
power of finne, and asrc were fold under ir, to anhard$ 
andcruell fervitude. 

And even now* in the Sate of ny regeneration, I am 
divided in my felfe; for that which I doe,; (afebeing over¬ 
come with the force of my coemptions) I alto*? not,;as 
renued ^for, that good which I would doc, upodfhe 
good motions of GodsSpiritin mee ,jbatX doe not; 
hut that which in,my fpirituaU, anArdgeneratcd part I 
hate, that through ebe fway of my camall afipifoohs, 1 
doe.

for l can (lo long, and lb farre as I follow the motion 
of Gods Spirit) indeed wiUtbatvihicltisgoodj blir,ai 
I am carried away with the frailtyiofroy Hcfh, bonreo 
perfortne that good, which 1 will, ■ 2 finde no power at 
all. 

Now, if 2 bee drawnc fo with the force of my remain- 
ing corruption,that I doc unwillingly commie, ihac finne 
which I would not, it is no more I (the regenerate roan) 
that doc itjbut that wicked nature of mine, whieh dwel¬ 
led »n me. . 

I finde then akinde of forceable power of fceretcor- 
ruprion, lurking within roc, which fodrawes roe awryc, 
that when I would doegood , I am in the raeano while 
i declined to evijl. 

i fpr I delight in the law pf God, as I am a regenerate 

man, See. 

But I fee and'feel c another fecret power of corrupti¬ 
on, driving, and fightingagainft thcpowetfullintima¬ 
tion of my regenerate part j and fo prevayling often, 
tiroes with me, as chat I am over-carried by that fway of

Ohnthat I i wretched man that lam, might once bee 
dcliycrodifom this matte of inward comiption,-whtcfa 
dwells in this mortal 1, and finfuil flclh of mi nr.

For the efficacie and power of that good Spirit 
which giveth life to all faithfull ones, applying unto my 
fbule the blood and all-fufHcient merits of Cbrift my Sa¬ 
viour,hath fee mee free from the tyranny of fume and of 
death, fo as neither of them fhaUbeablcto pxevailea- 
gainftmcc. 

For that perfect righteoufnefle , and fortification 
which I was notable by reafbn of the weakened of my 
flefh to attaine unto, by falfiUiog the Law- God bath 
gracioufly wrought out for mee; who lent his owne 
Sonne to take upon him chat nature oFouis, which onr 
finne had mifcrably corrupted; and to make a full fatif- 
faction for fmne-and withal! to take away that guilr, and 
power of finne, whereby it bound mee over to con¬ 
demnation. 

That the perfeft righteoufnefle of the Law might be 
impntedtb us, as fulfilled by us, in that it was by Chrift 
fulfilled for us, which live not accordingto the motions 
of our Tinfoil nature, but according to the motions, and 
directions ofbis Spirit. 

For they that are merely harurafl aod carnall men, do 
minde andaffeft earthly and carnall matters; bat they 
that are regenerate ,and fpmtuaHjminde andaine& holy, 
fpirituall,heavenly things. 

Andtheendof them both, is accordingto their di- 
fpofition,and affaftionjfor the carnall w0& oftnan can 
have no other end then death; thither it leads, andtbere 
it leaves him; but for a man to be fpirituallyhvmdcd is 
the certaine way to life, and eternall peace. 

Neither can the carnall man looke fot any better iflue; 
forhisaffedions, and d elites are no better then mere 
enmity againft God; utterly rebelling againft the Law 
of God,as thofe whieh neither are fobbed unto it,neither 
indeed(wbiles they fbcontinue)can he.

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So then thdfethat are-merc unregeneratc men cannot 
poifiMy pletffe Goifc 

But ye are not unregenerate and carnall men, but re¬ 
newed, an J {pfrituallj ii'ffi Ki that jjee havc the Spirit of! 
God dwelling in ytm, bowfoev^r" yee have wit hall 
the remainders of your tiomipt nature ftili abiding in 
you. fiutif any<lnanbave not the Spirit of God, whereby 
Le/sreouecfimvardly, what profeffionfoever he makes, 
yet he is none of his. 

And if Chrtft be in you by his Spirit, certainly^ this 
corrupt nature ofyouts Is as goodas dead in you, iii ie- 
(pc&ofany hurt-that finne can do unto you, by it; bu t, 
the. Spirit of God is powerfuil in you, to worke in you 
the lifcofgracebere, and to bring you to tbclife of glo¬ 
ry hereafter, becaufe of that perfect righteoufoefle 
which is in it; whereby finne is mortified, and grace 
wrought. 

Buc,if the Spirit of that Almighty God,which raifed 
up Jefus from the dead,dwell in you, yee may well be 
allured, that the fame omnipotent power of his, which 
raifed Chrift frorir the dead, (hall alfo eafily be able to 
raife your mortal) • bodies from the death of finne, 
and put a new life into them, by the efficacie ofthe fame 
Spirit. 

Therefore, brethren, face We are raifed up Grom this 
cfcattvof (!ntie,and quickened to grace, wee fhould have 
no mpreto dbe’with duf corruptions, as to live and 
w artke in them-burough tear her to frame our felvcs after 
the guidaiwe^nd motionsofthat holy Spirit.

I F I (hall {ay fortieth mg that may feeme to found unto 
the prejudice of my nation, it may perhaps be conft ru¬ 
ed by fome, as if I were ill-affefted to my coubtrimen 
the Jewes; But I (ay the truth in Chrift, I lye not; my 
conlcience alfo bearing mee fincerc witnefle, in that 
whereof I have the attention oftheholy Gboft. 

That I am much grieved, and continually affli&ed 
with farrow of heart, fox the obftinadc and infidelity of 
tny people. 

Form the fervourofmyzeale to the glory of God,in 
the falvation of my brethren, I could heartily wifhto 
be utterly feparated from Chrift, on condition, that the 
Jewes my kinfinen according to the flefh might be

Who are the natuiall Tons of the holy Patriark Ifracl; 1 
and who have received many, and lingular priviledges i 
from God,above all other nations of the earth;to whom 
pertaineth that peculiar choice, which God made of ;

No, there are many of them whom God will call, and 
lave. Rather, as upon their fall, the Gentiles are fucccc- 
ded into their roome, and partake of that grace and 61 - 
vation which they refufed; fo, God meanes-to make n(e 
of the emulation, which the j ewes doc hereupon con¬ 
ceive again ft the Gentiles, to ftirre them up to an ear¬ 
ned indeavour to recover and attaine the lame grace, 
and happinefTe. 

Which happy ifiue fhall be a notable advantage to the 
Church of God j for, if upon their fall, the world of 
Gentiles were inriched,and upon their decay, and lofle, 
the Gentiles were the gainers ofthofe honours and privi¬ 
leges, whichwere taken from them; how much more 
fhall their full recovery, and receit into favour, bee both 
gainful!, and glorious j when there foal! bean happy uni¬ 
on betwixt all beleevcrs, and one Church fhall be made 
up of both Jewes and Gentiles.

fhould have more to pay: For hee that loveth hisbro- 
ther,bath fulfilled all that which theiecond Tahjebfthc 
Law requireth of him. 

Eor 
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For what doth that table of the Law require, but that 
wecfhoulddonoiU toour neighbour (implying alfo 
therein thofe pofitive duties which wee owe to his 
good) loue therefore, in that it withholdsus from wor¬ 
king any ill to our neighbour, doth herein fulfill the 
Law. 

Which duty and holy affeftion,as it is ever fcafonable* | 
fo now efpccially; fince wee know upon what times we 
arefalne * timesof danger and tryallj wherein it is very 
needfbll that wee fhakeoffour dulncfle and fecumie,! 
and be fo much the more forward in grace and obedi* 
cncc,by how much we draw nearer to that goaleof glo¬ 
ry and falvation, then when wee firft began to feeleeve 
thcGofpcll. 

The night of our ignorance, and uhtegeneration is 
now farrefpent^ndthedayofour full renovation, and 
grace is now at hand* let us therefore caft off our finnes, 
which are the workesofdarknefTc, and let-us diligent¬ 
ly, and carefully indcavour to teve our foules clad with 
all holy vertucs of fan&ification.

ming. 

God is naoft fir me, and conftant to his owne decrees, 
and promifesjbywhora ye are called, and gracioufly ad¬ 
mitted into the communion with his Sonne Jefus 
Chrift; and being therefore made one with him, your 
condition muft needs be certaine, and happy. 

Now I befrech you brethren, and do (as it were) ear-

Chrift. 

For this homely preaching of the Croft of Chrift, is 
to vaine minds of carnall men (which go on fccurety to 
their perdition) no better then foolifhnelie• but unto 
chofe that arc wrought upon by Gods Spirit, and are in 
the hire way of falvation, it is no other then cheftroog 
power of God.

Where then is the wife, and learned Pharifce? where 
i$ the Scribe? where is the Philolbpher? chele ail feeme 
great knowers,and deep Ichollersin their kind;But hath 
not God made the wifdome of this world mere foo- 
liftwefle in refpeet of divine my Aeries ? 

For, fincethat the world by their naturall wifdome, 
did not, nor could, nor would know .God, in that way 
of divine wifdome, wherein lice vouchfafed to declare 
himfelfjit pleafed God,by thispreachingofthe Gofpell,, 
( which the world calls faolifhncfle) to fave them that 
beleeve. 

For the Jewes looketobe convinced by fignes from 
heaven, that they may beleeve; and the Grecians look to 
be convinced, and won with humane rcafbn, and philow 
fophicalldemonftrationSjthat they may beleeve. 

But wee care not to fatisfie either of them in their 
owne wayesjbut rather we preach Chrift crucified unto 
them; which is a Humbling block to the Jewes, whoex- 
peda magnificent, aud temporall Redeemer of Iirael- 
and unto the learned Grecians, no other thcnfbolifb* 
nefle, who cannot conceive how hee that is God coaid 
dye,or how be that did dye, could redeeme us. 

But unto them which arc truly and effedually called, 
by the inward voice of the Spirit, whether they be 
Jewess Greekesjthe power of God to fave us^ud the 
wifdome of God to intorme us. 

Becaufe that Gofpell of God, which the world mif- 

names 
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names foolifhneflc, is wifertbcn all the deepeft Philo- j 
fophy of men; and that plaice word of his, which the ! 
world thinkes to be wcakc, and forcelcffe, is ftrongci I 
thea the powcrfullcft arguments of men; and thus ipfs 
id a generality ,wh at foever, in and from God,feemcs to 
favour ofthe leaft wifedome, and reafon, or of the moft 
weakneflc,farre furpaffethallchc wifdomcand ftrength 
of men. 

Ycfee (my brethren) the condition of chriftknity, 
how that now, in this entrance ofthe Gofpcll, not many 
that arc worldly wife, and deep learned, cox many 
mighty,&c; are called. 

But God hath chofen plaine, fimple, unlettered 
fifhermen, to confound the great wife Philofophers of 
the world, and God hath chofen meane, weake and fib 
iy agents, to confound the powerful!, and mighty po¬ 
tentates ofthe earth,

And hath chofen us,that had no being at all, in grace, 
and feemed to be but as nothing in worldly relpe&s, 
even us hath bee chofen, to humble, and bring dowue 
thole that make the moft glorious appearance in the 
world. 

That no man whofoever (being no better then bafe, 
and contemptible flelh) fhould arrogate ought tohim- 
felfe,orboallofhisparts, or prtviledgcs'intheprcfencc 
of God. 

But yee are not mere fleih, and blood; neither have 
reafon to ftand upon ihcfccarnall privilcdges; ■ force yee 
are admitted into an happy communion with God 
through Chrift Jefus; who of God his Father is made 
unto us wifedome, in that by him wee receive true 
knowledge, and illumination* is made unto us tighte- 
oufnefle, in that, both his righreoufnefle is made ours, 
and wee areforhisrighteoufneflc gracioufly acquired, 
a nd accepted * is made unto us fan dtificarion, in that by 
his Spirit weare renued,and purged from ourftnnes;is 
made unto us redemption, in that by his precious blood 
wee are ranfomed from the hands of our Ipirituall ene¬ 
mies.

A Ndasfot mee, brethren, I, when I came umo you 
to preach the Golpeil of Ged, did not come to you 
with flourifhes of vaine eloquence, nor with theper- 
fwafions of humane wifdome and learning, as I fee the 
falfc teachers do, to iniinuate themlelvcsthe better into 
your tnindes. j 

For (howloever I were able to know and difeourfe, 
with the bell of them, as having becnctrainedupacthe 
feet of a learned mailer ) yet I relbjved to let go.all rhat 
fecujar skill, and Co to bearc my fclfe amongft you, as if 
I knew nothing elfe in the world but Chrift and him cru¬ 
cified. 

And I was amongft you in nuichmceknefle, and hu¬ 
mility, in manifold infirmities; in much awe of that 
great and weighty charge which I fuftained, in much 
feare of thofc many, and fpightfull machinations of 
mine enemies, againft mee. 

And my fpeech,both in my private cxhortations,and 
in my pub]fqiic preachings, was not curioufiy plaufible, 
as if I would winne with words of humane eloquence, 
and wit; but in plaine and powcrfull exprefliom of Gods 
Spirir,(peaking in mec,and working in you,by mec. 

That fo your faith might not reft, and depend upon, 
or appeare to be wrought by the force of mans perfwa- 
fion, or wifedome, but by the mighty power of Gods 
Spirit. 

Yet let no man thinke it is out of our difability, that, 
we fpeake not in thefc high ftraines of wifedome, which 
others £o much wonderar;for both we can,and do Ipeak 
deepe points of wifedome, and divine knowledge, a- 
mongft them that are atrained to a meet perfection of 
skill to conceive it; YecnocpointsofcarnaJl, and iccular 
wifedomc/tichasthc world admires,and the great men ; 
ofthisworld(whovaml‘handcotnetonothing}are wont i 
to affeft. 

But wclpcakcdivine wifedome, even the deepemy- 
ftericsofthe Gofpellof God , which hee hath hid from 
the eyes of the world; even that which concernesthe fal- 
vationofman, by his Sonne Jelus Chrift manifeded in 
the flefli; which Golpeil of his,, was ordained by him be¬ 
fore the world was, as the meanes to bring us to his 

glory. 

Which none of the gf ea t rulers of this world ,Herod, 
Pilate, the High Priefts, and the other Govcrnoursof 
Judea knew; forbad they knownc it,8tc._ But 
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Burherein alfo hath God made good that of the Pro¬ 
phet Efay^ The eye hath not fcene,&c, the things that 
God hath prepared for them that love him ; and there¬ 
fore chefe fpirituall ble(Tings of remiffion of (ihnes, and 
falvation by Cbrift, arc things farre beyound the reach 
land apprehenfion of the eyes,and ea res, and hearts of the 
men of this world. 

But God hath vouchfafcd to reveale them unto us, 
by his Spirit;havingby the power thereof, illuminated 
ourmindes, to fee thefc great things of God; For the 
1 b pint of God alone, is hee that doth fully know, and is 
able to reveale them unto us; Hee oneiy knoweth all 
| things; and particularly the deepfift myfteriesof Gods 
:eternallcounfell, and proceedingswithmen. 

For as it is with men,fo it is with God alfo; what man 
knoweth a mans fecret choughts,but oncly himfelfc,and 
: hisowne foule or fpirit; even fo, thefccret counfcls and 
, myfteriesof God can none know, but the Spirit of God 
1 oncly. 

Now this Spirit of God is that, which wee have recei¬ 
ved; We that are his regenerate children are partakers, 
noEofthatfpitic, wherewith worldly men are led, and 
carried,but of that good Spirit which is of God; that 
wemightbyhisilturaination and Grace, knowandap- 
.prehend the great, Ipiriruall, and heavenly bTcifrogs of 
forgivenefte,and falvatjon, that arc freely given to us of 
God. 

Fitting fpirit’all things wnh plaine andftraplc fpt- 
rituall exprefliofls; and notuttexing fpirituall things, in 
acarnall andaf&Scd faihion. 

But the man that is merely naturall,and unregenerate, | 
feceivcth not thefc divine myfterics of the Spirit of | 
God; for .they feeme to be mere fooliilmefte unto him, 
who is nothing but flefti and blood; neither indeed can 
hee,whiles hecontinues in that condition, know,or con¬ 
ceive t hem;becSufe they are to be difccraed by fpirituall 
eyes,which he hath not. 

But he that is renewed by the Spirit of God,knoweth 
and apprehendeth, and rightly judgeth of all thefc fpiri- 
tuall things; yet be himfclfc is judged of no carnall man, 
fo as that his knowledge in thefc divine matters can be 
controlled,er confuted by him. 

For the counfell, and will of God is hid from carndll 
mindcs; foastheProphctmightwclIaske, Whohath 
knowne the minde of the Lord,that he may inftru ft him? 
But as for us, we that be his renewed, and faithfull ones, 
we have the willof Chrift clearely revealed unto us.

If any mans doftrine be frivolous (like flraw or 
ftubblc,or wood),apt tobebumtup; audfobe walled in 
tfiat Scry cxauiiaation , hee fhall lofe his labour in 
jeachiflgTf; but as for himfclfe, becaufc hee holds and 
main tains the foundation,hce - fhall be faved; but yet fo, 
as that his Height errors fhall coft him deare; and under- 
goe the fharpeafHt< 2 ionofthe juft hand o{ God. 

Know yefta^t that yee are the fpiricuall Temple of 
God,buik by him, and confecrated to his otyne leivice; 
and that as God reflified his prclcnce, and inhabitation 
inthe-raateiiaUTemple,fo theSpirkofGod dwellcth 
in you?

A S concerning thofe queftions, which you propoun¬ 
ded to meein your letters,concerning Angle life,and

Neverthelelle, becaufe every man is not able to con- 
raise; to avoid fornication, let every fuch man as candor 
aetaine hereto, have his owne wife; and let every fuch j 
woman havrfeer owne hdband. 

.Andlet every fuch huihand,in a fober and modeft 
manner, tender unco his wife thofe due refpe^s, which 
penainc to t|ie marriage bed, and iikewife, the wife un¬ 
to the hufkand.

the benefit of the promifcs,and priviledgesoi beleeving 
matches,dothappertain?- and loalfo is it in the cafe of 
an unbclecving wife- elle,if the marriage were unholy, 
the children therein begotten (liouid be unclcane alfo- 
but now, they are fo farre holy as to be accounted, by 
vertue of fuch parentage, within the Church, and thofe 
to whom the benefit of the covenant of God fcelongeth. 

But if chcunbeleevinghulband, or wife will necdcs 
depart; and for lake,and renounce communion, and ma. 
trimoniali fociety with the party bclccving; let them 
depart; doe not ye finde your felvcs perplexed herein; 
A brother,or lifter is not hereupon fo.ro be held in bon- ' 
dage to an infidell wife,or hulband, as that hce or (lice 
muft be forced to abftaine from marriage with another; 
ForGods calling doth not enforce upon us any oeceffary 
perplexedneflc, but rather opens us a way to peace of 
conference.

Not that I would force upon you a necelfity of con¬ 
taining, and thereby call a fnarc upon yourconfcicnoes; 
but lonely ad vile you,what (if yee can be capable of it) 
is fit and comely, and that eftate wherein yee may more 
freely, and without diftra&ion attend upon the Lord. 

But if any man finde it not fit to continue his daugh¬ 
ter in the Bate of virginity, for thar, either her age,'or 
difpofition perfwades the contrary; I prefle him nor, 
but leave him at liberty: let him do what he wiU,heeof- 
fendeth not iogivingher in marriage.

Us; they were under the fame Sacraments with us* Tor, 
being all under thecloud,and all patting through the Tea, 
they were all baptized (under the min iftcry and conduct 
ofMofes) in the cloud, and in the lea* that wateriftr 
cloud, and thofe fea-wacers wereas no other, but rhofc ? 
baptifmaH waters,whcrewith wc arc now walked in our' 
initiation into Chrift. 

And as this Sacrament was the fame to them, and to 
usj fo was that other aifo; for they did all eatc the lame 
fpirituall meat with us. 

And didalldrinkcofthe fame fpirituall drinke - for 
they drankc of that water which illued from that roeke- 
and that rocke was a figure of Chrift; out of whole fide 
iffued thatblood, which our facramentall wine now re- 
prefentetb. 

■Butyetfor all this, there were many ofthem, with 
whom God was difpleafed; noewithftanding this out-: 
ward profeffion, and participation of bis Sacraments, as 
yetnay perceive by the effe&s; for they were over- 
i throwne in the wilderneffe.

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The people did feaft in their facrifices to the honour 
of their Idoll, and in celebration of their ioleoinities 
did rife up to play. 

Astheycommitted fornication with the Moabitifti 
women, and were accordingly pimiihed; there being 
flaine of them, in one day, three and twenty thoufand, 
befides,one thoufand before. 

Neither let us tempt out Lord Chrift, with our impa- 
ticnce,and infidelity, os fame of them tempted him, by 
making undue trialSsofhis power and mercy, Stc. 

And were deftroyed of the deftroying Angeii J execu‘- 
ring the juft wrath of God, 

Whicharefalne upon the very la ft age of the worldj 
fo as thofc things which were done fo long fince, in the 
very firft ages ofrhe Church, are ftill warnings for us in 
thefc liteft times. 

Let no man thereforeglory in his owne ftrength,. or 
ftcurely prefume upon his owne abilities; but kthim 
thatthinkesheftandech,and applaudes himfelfe in his 
owne abilities, take heed left he fail. 

Now upon thefc examples of Gods judgements, and 
the reproofe of your finnes; I would not have you too 
much deje&ed, and difeouragejd; for, if you have beene 
raifcarciedwith temptations, nothing is befalne you 
herein more then is incident into other men; rather, 
have carefcll recourfeto God, who is faithiull in the 
performance of alibis promifes, and undertakings; and, 
ifyc lookcup to him, will not fufferyou to be tempted 
above you r ftrength to refift, and overcome;, but will 
moderate the tentation, and give you an happy ifTue out 
of it, and enable you, in the meanetimr, to goe through 
with it, 

I Ipcake, as to wife men, who doe well underftand the 
true nature, and ufeofthe Sacraments; and therefore 
judge yee, whether thar which I Ipcake bee not juft and 
right. 

Is it for you that are members of Chrift and parta¬ 
kers ofthe body and blood of Chrift iwliis holy Supper, 
to have any thing to doe with the table of Idols ?

For the Deities of the Gentiles are no other then Bi- 
Yells (what forme foever they put on,) and therefore 
thole things, which they facrificeunto thofe their ima- i 
gined gods, are by them facrificed indeed unto Divells,' 
nor unto God; and I would not that yefhould have any 
communion with,and in the fervice of Divells. 

Ye therefore, who at Gods table partake of the cup of 
the Lord, cannot at the table of Idols partake of the cup 
of Divells, &c. 

Doe we dare to provoke the Lord to wrath; and to 
a jealous indignation at our participation with Idoll- 
gods?

But,every woman that taketh upon her,publiciuely to 
pray or prophefie with her head uncovered jdirtionours 
her fclfcjin doing that which is againrt naturall modefty 
and decency; For this barc-headednefle in women , is 
nolcfleunnt, and uncomely, then if their, heads were 
fhaven.

man to be (haven, (as yee cannot but grant) then let her 
be covered. 

Fora man ought not( indeed) to cover his head, for 
as much as he is the Ihperiour; and, in this fuperiority, 
beares the glorious image of God; having none above 
him to controll, and over-rule him; but the woman is 
but the glorious image of the man; and muft acknow¬ 
ledge her inferiority, andfubjeflion to him. 

For this caufe ought the woman to cover her head,to 
fhew that fhe is under the powerofherhulbandjandnot 
todilplayhet immodefty before the face of the very 
Angellsof God, who are (in this indecent carriage) wit- 
nefles thereof. 

Not thatthe man ought to infult upon the weaknes 
of the woman, and pride himfelfe in his owne fiiperiori- 
cy, but murtconfider that God hath matched them to.

But however I praife you (in a generality of your care 
and obedience J yet in this particular, which I am now 
to write of, I praile you not) that when yee meet toge¬ 
ther ro celebrate the Lords Supper, yee come together, 
fo, as ye are rather the worfe, then the better for it. 

For there muft needes (chroughthe wife and holy or¬ 
dination of God) be fchifmes, and (efts, and kftions a. 
mong yon, that thereupon there may bee an occaiion to 
txye the d ifpofitions and refolutions of meojin tbattbofe 
which are true-hearted and confcionable, may approve 
their fidelity in flicking ro the truth. 

When ye meet, therefore, in this manner together, 
yee doe not celebrate or cate the Lords Supper, asyee 
pretend andprofcftc, but your owne, or the fcaftsof 
Bacchus rather.

And there are differcoccsof Cervices, and funftiom in 
the Church, but one and the fame Lord, to whom they 
are directed. 

And there are diverfities of operations in the exe¬ 
cution of thofe for vices,and in miraculous workes there¬ 
in wrought; but it is the fame God,which worked! all 
in alh 

But thefe feycrall gifts by which the power of Gods 
Spirit is manifefted to men, are given to every maD,not 
for hisowne bchoofe,but for the profit of others. 

For to one is given the power of under handing, and 
Unfolding the great myftcries of fpcculative divinicic- 
to another the right skill of pra&icall cafes, and all by 
oneandthefameSpirit. : 

So alfo is it with Chrift, and his Church; heeisthe 
head, they are the feverall members, and all make up 
but one myfttcall and compleat body.

This one-ncfle of oursmay well be fecne in thofe Sa¬ 
craments, which are common to Gods Church - for by 
one and the fame Spirit of God, working with, and by j 
the outward elements, a re wee baptized into the com¬ 
munion of one and the fame Church- 3 whcthcrwcebc 
Jewcs or Gentiles, bondor free; and are all made par¬ 
takers of the fame Sacra men tall cup, and therein of 
the fame blood of Chrift, by the working of the fame 
Spirit. 

For the body doth not confift of one member alone, 
but of many, feverall limmcs, and parts. 

Wee do not defpife the leal! or word part of the bo¬ 
dy, yea rather,by how much more meanenefleot flume, 
there is in any part, fb much more carefull are wee to 
deck it, and drefle it with more coftly , and comely or¬ 
naments. 

But God hath given us that natural! inftinft and in¬ 
clination, fo to regard the frame and temper of thefe bo¬ 
dies of ours, as to giue more honour to, and to take 
more care of thofe parrs, which are the mod defpicable.

The gift of tongues, though it be excellent, yet is not 
comparable with this j for hee that Ipeaketh in an un. 
knownc tongue- onely God, and himfelfe underftnnds 
'vhat he faith;and therefore lie fpeakes nor to men at all, 
(at lead it is all one as if he fpakenot) bucunto God 
who undcrltands him; although perhaps in his owtie 
r enfc, and understanding, hce fpeakes of deep and high 
matters, and luebasinightbe well worthy to be undcr- 
rtood ofothers. 

But hee that tcacheth and explaneth Gods will to his 
pcopIe,fpeakcth unto men^and that to lingular purpofe, 
coedifiethera in knowledge, and to ftirre them up with 
exhortation,and toraife them up with comfoir. 

Now brethrcn,ifl eotnc to you fpeaking with tongues, 
what dial] l profit you? furely nothing at all; neither 
(hall yce receive any good stall by my labours,except I 
fpeake unto your underftanding by a clcare revelation of 
Gods holy my ftcrics, on my part, and by knowledge on 
yours; except! fpeake by way ofprophefying,amJexpo- 
lition on my parc,and by learning on yours. 

There is anumbcronevcralifoundsofvoicesinthc 
world; which are fignificant to thole which are acquain¬ 
ted with them, but to others fccroe ftrangc and ufelcfle 
notes;and there js no voice that can be uttered, but it is, 
fume where, oiibme iigoification. 

Thereforeifi hearea man fpeake fuch words as w hofc 
meaning I do no way underftand .lam as a mere Bar¬ 
barian to him that fpeaketh them ; and lie that fpeakes 
rhem,is i Barbarian to mcc* becaufe we underhand not 
each other. 

So then for as much as ye Corinthians are zcaloufly 
defirous of fpiritnall gifts, labour not forouch for t-hofc : 
indowments, which may make you admired ofmen, as 
for thofe which may inableyouto ediiie the Church of 
God, 

Whcrefore,lct him that hath the fupcrnaturall gift 
of Orange rongucs, pray to God that he would give him 
ability to interpret the Scriptures; fo as he may improve 
his tongues to the good ofmauy. 

And as it is in preaching,foin praying alfopf I pray is in 
an unknowne tongue-my will to rhe general! drift there¬ 
of, is devout, and the extraordinary gift ofthe Spirit

A Fter that he was feen of above five hundred bie* 
chrco at once, in cbac mountain of Galilce^wherc 
he had appointed to meet his Difciples of whom 
the greater par crenaaine unto this day, and being yet a- 
live, can give ample witnefle to this truth, but fbmc of 
them reft in the flecpe of death.

.■But,by themeregrace,and mergy of God, contrary 
to my defervings, I amfcaiicdtothis ftation ofmyApo- 
ftlefhip, and fbrnifijed with gifts; and abilities, to dif 
charge it* neither was 1 earcicfie inimprovieg this mer¬ 
cy and goodnefle of God to mee;. for I laboured more 
abundantly then they all] and yet, why doe I layyit was 
1 chat laboured? rather it was the graccof God , which 
both inabled me, and wrought by me.

For,when I am weakeft in my felfe, then is God moft 
flronginmee, and makes me moft ftrong in him, by 
that power of faith Si paticnce,and holy courage,which 
he puts into me. 

For, though I be nothing as of my Jclfo, yct,through 
the grace of God tabling me, f am notinleriour to the 
very chiefeft Apoftlcs, either in my abilities, or labours. 

Truly, there was good proofc of my Apoftlefhip a- 
mongft you «God gave great,and undoubted teftimony i 
therunto, in that marvellous patience which he wrought 
in me, and in thofc admirable fignes, and wonders, and 
miraculous deeds which he wrought by me. 

What one point,then, is there,wherein yc Corinthi¬ 
ans arc infenour to other Churches^ feeing your Apo¬ 
ftlc that converted you is not below rheirs: except pcf- 
hapsthisbethematrer j rhat I your Apofllc* was not 
chargeable to you,as theirs have bccncy this is a wrong 
that ye raa y well forgive.

And that chiefely,becaufe of fome falfe, brethren of 
my nation,the Jewes, who were fecrctly, and under¬ 
hand broughcin,and fet, as fpics, to prye into that Ji- ■ 
berty which we have in Chrift Jefus; whereby wee doe 
juftly hold our fclvcs freed from thefe legall ceremonies 
and obfcrvances ; and laboured by their inforcement,to 
draw us unto that bondage of the Mofafcall law, from 
which wc were delivered by Chrift, 

To whom we yeclded not an inch, nor gave fub/efii* 
onforfo much a$anhoure,but oppofed them effedu- 
ally. that ye might well finde that it was no other, then 
the truth of the Gofpel,which we had delivered to you, 
and that ye might rafolvc to per lift therein. 

But of thefe great Apoftles, who carried much fway 
in the Church,and feemed perfons of eminence, what- 
foever they were, all is one to nice * God doth not ac¬ 
cept of any mans per fon (as more regarding him> be- 
caufe he is great, learned, wclMpoken) even the bed of 
chctB incoaferencc,added nothing to mee, nor taught 
me£ any thing that I knew not.

And this I inferre hereupon; this being an Evangeli¬ 
cal covenant, which was made before band, with Abra¬ 
ham, of biefling and falvatton, to be had by, and in his 
feede, Gbriftj it cannot be rhat the law which was given 
foure hundred and thirty yeares afrer,fhould difanollitj 
and make this fo antienr, and firene a promife of none 
effeft. 

For rhe law and the promife cannot both ftand toge¬ 
ther* if rightcoufoeffc and (alvation be by the worses 
of the Law, then it is not to be had, by vertuc of the-pro* 
mile* But God gave it to Abraham, by promife j there¬ 
fore- not upon workes. 

If the promife then were fofficient; wherefore ferves 
the Law? why came that fo long^fier, if the promife, 
madefo long before,wcre eoongb to lave men? forciy 
rhcreaic other ufcs of the law, and other octagons of 
the delivering of ir. As (for one) the law was given to 
bridle and reltraine the tranfgrefljons of men; tofhew 
them their finnes and imperfedions, that in a fenfe of 
tbeir vilenefle,they might feckcunto Chri(l,who isthat 
feed in whom the promife of the blclting was both 
made and accomplimcd; and this Jaw was ordained and 
given of God, by the miniftcry of Ang&ls, in the hand 
ofa third pexfon,tbat ftiould go betweenc God,and his 
pcopIe,asameffenger or mediator; evenMofes, who 
. was to take the Law from the banditf'Angcls, and de¬ 
liver it to the people. 

Now a Mediator implies a difference; there cannot 
be a Mediator, where there isbtft one fide; Godbeing 
one therefore, the people muftbc the other party; and 
thereupon it willfoilow,rhat die lawis fo iafte from aB 
intendment of giving life, as that in the delivery of it, 
it argues a differcnce,herwixt God and his people. 

What then? is God in chafe proceedings,eontf 3 ty to 
himfelfc, in giving a law and promifescontrary to each 
other? as ifhee would have fived men by the Law£rft; 

and 
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and then altering his purpoie relolvcd to favc them by 
his promife? God forbid; No, God is conftant to his 
owne determinations herein. For if men could have at¬ 
tained to life by the keeping of the Law; there had been 
no ofe of the tighteoufnefleof faith. 

But now the Scripturehath made knownctous our 
univerfall fmfulnefle, wherewith every foulc is tainted, 
and bound over to death; fo as no man can looke for any 
advantage from the law; fo as now there is juft roome 
made for the neceffary iupply of the promifesof Taxa¬ 
tion by faith in Chrift, to be obtained of all them, that 
beleevein him. 

But, before this happy fbpply of faith came, we were 
all obnoxious unto the law, and to the condemnation 
threamed to the breakers of itjand were(as it were) (hut 
upclofe prifoners under the law, and referved for this 
comfortable releafe of faith , in that Saviour which 
ihouldafterward be revealed. 

Wherefore the law was not intended coperfc&us, 
as of it felfe, but onely to bee our Schoole-mafter to 
train us up unto the higher forme of Chrift* that by it we 
being convinced of our owne imperfections, and dan¬ 
gers, might feeke for our juftificationby faith in Chrift. 

But after that faith is once wrought in the heart, wee 
a rc ho longer undetthe tyrannic, rigour,maledi&ion of 
the Lafr; which is as the ferule of that hard Schools,

I allhtsaflivejandpafriveobediencewastofrcc us from 
the law, and co-juftifie and acquire us from our finnes. 

For we who arerenued by the Spirit of God, are by 
the fame Spirit taught to expc<ft full juftification from 
faith in Chrift,and not from the worfe.es of the law. 

tot to jefus Chrift, and his Kingdomc, the Church, 
neither is any man the more rcfpe<fted forhis circumci-

That,as in thenaturallbodyjWcc ice that it is knit to¬ 
gether by joynrs and iinewes, to make up one complete 
living framc,which received] vertueand pov\ er of moti¬ 
on from the head, which is diffufed into nil die feverall 
j parts according to theufeand occafion of the -divetfe 
members thereof; foas the whole body, by this meancs 
growes up together in ftrengthand ftaiure; foicisfpi- 
ritually in the myfticall body of Chrift, the Church: it 
receiving vertuc, and grace from Chrift,the head,which f 
is diftributed to every faithfull foulc, as a lirnbe and ! 
member ofthisbody, growes up to the full ftaie of pci-; 
fertion in Chrift: and is in the whole bufkc, and frame j 
: thereofjedified by the mutual! love of each belecvet un-1 
to other. i 
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Being eft ranged from thaccourfe of lift, which God 
hath preferibed unto us, &c.

Doe not oncly remember thee often, but I 
thanke my God (whom 1 fervein that true re¬ 
ligion which I received from my forefathers, 
befog in fubfta&cethe £tme,whichl now pro- 
fefle) that hee puts into my thoughts the remembrance 
of thee; for I take fo much plcalbre in recalling thy ver¬ 
ities and graceSjthar I hold it a great favour of God,that 
he hathgiYcn thee a place in my devotions,both by day, 
and by night. 

Wheal call to -remembrance the unfeined faith 
wherewith thou art ( amongft other graces) eminently 
indued; and char true piety, which was at firft notably 
apparent in thy grand mother Lois, aod, &c. 

Wherefore I put thee in remembrance, that thou 
quicken and ftirre up thofc gifts and graces of God, 
which were given thee by the ienpolition of my hands; 
not fufierfog them to goc our,for want ofiife, and exci¬ 
tation. 

But exercife them boldly, and cheerfully ■ for God , 
hath given us his Spirit to inable us, and beare us out in 
tbefcboiy ferviccs, which Spirit of his,is not a Spirit of 
fcarc, and cowardife* but a Spirit of power, and refolu- 
'tton; a Spirit of fervent love to his Church; a Spirit of 
fincerity,both of judgement and affedfion. 

Be thou a cbeecfull partner of chofeaffiidions, which 
follow the profeflion of the Gofpcll; not out of any 
ftrength of thine owne, but ou t of the mighty power of;

Avoid thou thofe impetuous defires, and paffion*, to 
which youth is commonly fubjed, &c.

Out of their owne Poets, even Epimenides, prophe¬ 
tic d truly of thcm»wbca he {aid of them/hough uponan¬ 
other occafion; The Cretians ate great Hers, cruell op- 
prefToK,duU, and epicurean gluttons. 

This reftimony/hough fpokenofhim to another pur- 
pofc, is very true of thefe Judaizing Cretians, &c. 

Thefe Jewiih bablers talke of differences of nieates, 
as if fome were frill impure by venue of the Lcviticall 
Law, but thefe men are deceived. For now fince the ab¬

For there was a tabernacle made* in the firft roome i 
whereof ( which, was next to the open court where the 
people aflcmbled) was the candteftickc and the Tables, 
whereon tbe fhew-btead was dayly fei i and this former | 
roome was called the holy place,or Sanctuary. 

And within the vaile, there was a lecond roome of 
the Tabernacle called the holy of holies; or the holieft 
of all. 

Into which the High-prieft onely entred with his gol¬ 
den cenfor; and in which was the Arke of the Covenant 
overpaid round about with gold; within which Arke 
wererelervcd the t wo tablesofthc Laiv-and in tbe verge 
whereof were kept the pot of Manna, which God would 
have laid up for a monument of that miraculous provi-1 
fion for Ifrael ,and the rod of Aaron that budded. 1 

And over it were thole glorious Chcfttbitts, whole 
wings, being fpread forth, ihadowed the cover ofthe 
Arkc,wbich was called the mercy-fear;0f all which feve- 
rall things, there is no need in this place to make a parti¬ 
cular difcourfe. 

Tbe priefts went daily into tbe firft roome ofthe Ta. 
bernacle, accomplifhing thole ordinary fervices of God, 
which were requited of them in their daily miniftra. 
tion. I 

But into the lecond, or inner roome of the Taber- j 
nacle,went the Higb-ptieft alone, once every ycare, not 
without a folemnefacrifice,firft offered, (and the blood 
thereof fprinkled about) for the expiation ofhisowne 
fuines,and for the crrour$,and over-figms ofthe people. 

The holy Ghoft fignilying this myftery unto OS, that 
while the outer roome ofthe Tabernacle (whereby was 
..___figuified 
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fignificd the ftate of the Church under the Jaw) flood; 1 
feparated by a vaile from the holteftof all* (which repre- 
fented heaven) the way to heaven howfoever it were 
knowne to fo me few, yet was not openly manirclled to 
the wor!d > as it was by Chrift afterward. 

Which outward roomeofthc Tabernacle, and the 
court leading thereinto was a figure of the then prclent 
time and condition under the old law,wherein were of¬ 
fered both gifts and facrifices of all kindes; yet fuch, as 
in, and ofthemielves,had no power or vertue, to acquit 
and juiiifie him that did that fer vice; and to appeaic and 
cleare the confcicnoc in fpirituall matters.

Without (hedding, and fprinklingofblood, there 
was no doing away of any legal! impuritiesta&dwhhout

It was therefore neccfiary that this earthly Taber* 
nadefwhich was a patterns of the heavenly, and fpiritu- 
all) (hould be thus coofecrated with thefe earthly rites, 
and with tbeblood ofbcafls* but the true fpiritnall and 
heavenly Tabernacle, whidais his holy Cfanrch it felfc, 
was to be purified with abetter facrifice, cvenwith the 
blood of Chrift.

faith, doe clearely apprehend the truth of this matter; 
and doe certainely underfland that the world was fra* 
med by the all-powerfull word of God; and that it ms 
made of nothing; lo as of that which was not at all, nor 
had any prc-exiflencc in nature, was made this vifible 
frame of heaven, and earth. 

It was onely the faith of Abel, that made the diffe¬ 
rence betwixt his lacrifice, and the facrifice of Cab; 
whereupon God gave a feufibleteftimony of bis accep¬ 
ting,firft theperlon, and then tbe offering of Abel; and, 
by the vertueoftbat faith it was,that God regarded fo 
the blood of Abel, as that, after he was dead, he heard 
the cry thereof, and tooke order for the revenge Of it . 

It was upon the frith of Enoch,that be was in an extra¬ 
ordinary, and hiper natural! rnancr tranflated from earth 
to heaven* without pa (Ting through the gates of death, 
which is the common way .of mankind*?; and was no 
more to be found upon earth, becaufe God had.miiacu* 
loufly tranflated him, &c. j 

By which example of his obedience, and faith, he con- i 
demned tbe unbcleefe,and obfUnacyof the warid^and 
(he wed,by his prefcrvation,that the world did juftly pc. 
rifh, for not being warned by him; whofe word, if they 
had obeyed,they hadefeaped that deftroftion.

Thefe all died infaith ? not having received the per¬ 
formance of thole gracious ptomifes, concerning the 
commingofthe Mcfliah in the flefb, & tbeaccomplifh* 
mcnt ofhis fpirituallKingdome; but havingfeene them 
a farre off, &c. 

They that doeconfclfe themfelves to be ftrangers,and 
pilgrims on earth, doe thereto plainly declare, that their 
. thoughts,andendevours are bent upon their glorious 
| home inheaven. 

I It was not in refpe^t of Mefopotamia, whence they 
came, that they accounted themfelves Grangers; for if 
they had had a mind thither, they might ha ve had oppor¬ 
tunity to have returned.

And thofe that were wont to give fubordinatc light, 
both in their great authority,and do<ftrine,to the wodd, \ 
were now call downe, and by the force of perfection i 
fell away from the Church, as a figtree cafteth her un-1 
timely figges, when fhe is fhaken by a mighty winde, j

And no man fliall be exempted from the fear full re¬ 
venges of God, which fliall bee fo intolerable, as chat ail 
eftates & degrces,cvcn the great Potentates of the earth, 
&x. fliall with they could bee buried quiche under 
the mountaines, to avoid the dreadfulnefleof Gods judg¬ 
ments which fhallfcizc upon them. 

Neither fliall thofe fcverall plagues, and vengeances 
be more terrible unto them, then the very prefence of 
that awfull God, who fitteth upon the throne, and the 
wrath of that Lambe of God, who being ofhimfclfc 
meeke,patienc,gradous,isnow fo irritated by their fins, 
that bis very countenance is worfe then death toall his 
guilty enemies.

fterhecodft (wbrtfc.Jemfalem flood J who by vertite of 
hbMediatorfhiphad in his hand that Seale, or markeof 
the living God, which in his etemall decree is fee upon 
all htS deft, whereby they are fealed up both to falvari- 
oo in the end, and to a gratious protection till then; 
Who did by the mighty voice of his word, command 
thole foure Angells to whom power was given to hurt 
the earth: 

Saying, hold your hands from doing any hurt to the 
earth,orfea- to die trees that grow upon the earth, or to 
thepeople that live upon it, until! we have fee the Seale 
of Gods mercifull protection upon all thofe faitbfull fer- 
vants of our God-, whom he hath decreed to preferve. 

And I beard the number of thofe,whom,out of all the 
tribes of Ilracl profeffing his name, Chrift had marked 
out for his gracious protection, to bee an hundred forty 
foure thaufand, that is, for each of the twelve tribes, 
twelve thoufand. 

The fpecialties whereof follow in their order* of the 
tribe of Juda were marked out twelve choufend con¬ 
verts, or bclecving Chrlftians,&c. 

And befidcs thefe converted Jewes, I beheld an innu¬ 
merable nu mber of Chr iftians, chofcn out of all nations, 
kinr«fs,peopIe,& toungs,which flood before ibe throne 
of God, & before that immaculate Lambe Chrift Jefus, 
clothed with glorious, and refplendent robes, and ha- 
viagpalmcs of victory in their hands. 

Who did all with one voice cry our aloud to the 
1 praife of God,and pro fefle, that falvation and all the glo¬ 
ry thereof belongs unto that almighty God, that fitteth 
upon the throne, and to his Sonne Jefus, that Latnbe of 
God which takes away the ftnnes of the world. 

And one of thofe glorious Saints,which ftood before 
the throne, as willing to give me occafion to inquire fur¬

A Nd now after that the tyrannical! perftcutors oftbe 
Church, the bloody Emperours which lived in thofe 
primitive times, were juftly punifhed by the band of 
God, when the feventh Seale was opened, the £barch 
had peace for a fhort time. 

Andthegreat Angell of the Covenant, Chrift]ciiis, 
came and flood, as the Mediator and High* prieft ofhis 
Church, before the Altar ofheaven, having,: and execu¬ 
ting the gratious office of his intercefEon s andmany holy 
and effeduall prayers were offered unto him, that hee 
might by his metcifull, and efle&uaU oiediatiop prefent 
them to God the Father, 

And thofe faithful! praiers, being fwcetned by the j 
powerfull^and pleafing ictercoffion of Chrift,were with 
great acceptation received of God, from thehandsof 
Chrift his Sonne. 

And the fame Angell of the Covenant, the Sonne of 
God, who asfac is the juft avengarof the enemies of his 

Chuicfar 
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Ohurdi, (aud therefore had caft the fircofhis wrath up- 
' on die earth, on the heads ofthofetytansapd pctfecu- 
tors, mlfo of thole hercticall fedueers which vexed his 
Chtneh) did Dowalfo,. in much mercy to his Church, 
from that heavenly Altar of his, caft downc the (ire of 
holy zeale,and illumination upon his fervants on earth; 
who being inflamed and inlightocd therewith, defire 
add endeavour to oppofe thofe wicked herefies, which 
had beene broached in the Eafterne Churches; andim* 
mediatelyhereupon followed great tumults, aud much 
oppofitioo. 

And now upon the opening of the feventh Seale, and 
ihefe broyles, that followed after in the Church; thofe 
feven Angels, which God had appointed to bee the her¬ 
alds ofhis vengeance to the eartb,prepared themfelves to 
found forth the reports of rhole feverall judgetnems,and 
remarkable proceedings of God, with, and upon the 
world. 

Aud the firft Angell founded; and there followed 
great ftore ofheiefies,aud very raging, firy, bloody pro- 
lecutions of them in the Church; and the third part of 
the profeflors of the Gofpell,which are the C hurdles of 
theEaft, were grievoufly plagued, and infefted there- 
witbjthefeweretheherefiesof Arius, Macedonius, Eu- 
nomius, Pfaotipus, Luciferians, Mcflalians, Apollinaris, 
P/iCsiUianus,Pelagius, Neftorius,Eutyches. 

And the fccpnd Angell founded, and there was an c- 
minentparcotdieChurch, even that large and nume¬ 
rous Councell which was met at Ariminum for theefta- 
blifhiog of the Arian lierefie, which being fired with 
that wicked contention, diffuf ed it fel fc into the world; 
and a thud part of the knowoe Church was infefted 
withit,and mouedcoa bloody perfeention of the truth.

The primitive Church was 
therefore reprefented unto me, as a woman refplendenr 
and glorious; though of hcr(elfe,in refpefl of her nature 
and fexe,wcakc and feeble, yeemade pure, and majefti- 
call by the pufe&bcames of Chrifts rightcoufnelTe (hi- 
ning upon her; the Moone was under her feet, to fgnifie 
her treading upon all the traeficory, and changeable 
things of this Iife,now in the timesofher firft bmpTicky; 
and upon her head was a crowiie, not of goldjbut ofhea- 
venly matter, even of (lanes* to (ignific that (he Is ho¬ 
noured as a Queene in heaven; of twelve (Varres,to(jg- 
nifie theheaveDly do&rine of the twelve Apoftles, the 
maintenance whereof is the aaely glory of her. 

And (he that had been formerly barren, wasnow fruit, 
full, and great with child, ready to.bee delivered of her 
happy burdenjlonging to bring forth children unU>God, 
And there appeared another wonder inheaver^for 
there was reprefented to me a fearefuli image of that op- 
pofition which fhouldbe made,to the Church, viz. that 
the devil! (which was rcfembledby ar great red dragon, 
cruel] agd bloody) whole chiefefcatand eityftandeth 
upon feven hills,being crowned with' thecommand } acd 
goveremeneof the world, and having under it ,many 




confiftcth 
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coufifteth) Ihould ftirre up the tyrans of the Roman Era- 
pirc, to fee the mfc Ives again (V it inwall violent courfcs. 

And the iflueof this tyrannical! perfecution»raifed by 
Satan, was fuch,asthat> by this meanes, very many who 
1 were, and might havebeene lights to others, were mif- 
| carried froth their Chriftian profeflion^and d ra wd backe 
' to Pagan Idolatry; And rhefe bloody perfecutors fa- 
; gents (or the tbcn-Roman Empire)ftood ready to watch 
for any that would,or durfl ptofeflTe the name of Chrift; 
and,(bfooneasany man did but offer to Handout for 
the maintenance of the Chriftian faith, were ready to 
feizeupon him, and to proceed cruelly againft him. 

But in fpight of all the malice and opposition of ene¬ 
mies, the Church brought forth, through the power of 
tbeGofpell, a mafeuline iffaeoftrue and faithful] pro- 
feflbrs 5 in whom Chrift was rruly formed anew; even 
ChriftmyfticaU, that Son of God who Should rule over 
the nations; and in whofe right his members partake of 
the femerglory; And chisbleffed i(Tue of hers was taken 
into the ipedall prore&ionof God, and in their feverall 
times glorified with hi off 

And the Churchthe faithfull profefiors of Chrifts 
name, heinj^after this, pcrfecuted, were glad to retire 
dtemfclves mto deferts, and fojitary places, where the 
ptovidenceofGod had prepared maintenance, and fafe 
prote&ron for them* where they continued during the 
heat ofthat perfecution. 

Andtfid Devill, the atch-eneraieof mans falvation, 
faded ujrwatrcagainft Chrift and his Church-and there 
was a vefiy-great ar.d fore confliift betwixt Chrift, and 
his faithfullTervamson the one parr, and Satan, and his 
complices the other. 

. Btk Safari, nptwichfUndmgall his power amf malice. 
prevat^hpt.ag;ainft-fche Church,neither was permitted 
to archive any'ching againft the falvation of Godselc#. 

Andtbfrg^Mrdragon the devill,and Satan, even that 
old ferpefii # *eSichiJore a deadly and perpetual! enmitic 
to Chrift, and his holy feed; ana who is the great decei¬ 
ver andtemptet ofrh^Sonncs of men,was utterly defea¬ 
ted of all power to pre vaile againft Gods Church; and

(though late) yet in their juft rime be fulfilled. ■
